Across the railway tracks the streets 
wese filled with smaller frame build- 
These were literally 
carried off the face of the earth, and 
to show the fury and strength of the 
storm it is only necessary to mention 
such parts as the cupola of the Baptist 
church, weighing tons, being carried 
for blocks. A canoe was lifted out of 
the Jake south of the town and depos- 
ited inthe city park, a mile distant. 
Large houses were lifted bodily and 
turned completely over, thrown up- 
side down on top of neighboring 
houses. Other large buildings were 
shoved off their foundations, and oth- 
ers collapsed like a house of cards, and 
some were blown to atoms, 

Five of the six large grain elevators 
in the city were completely wrecked. 

The property loss is estimated at 
five million dollars, and may possibly 
reach a much larger sum, Insurance 
risks do not cover losses of this kind.

Veal and Sago Soup.—Thre :

breast of veal, one cup of scalded 
milk, one-half cup of cream, three 
tablespoons of pearl sago, yolks of 
two eggs, salt and pepper. Soak 
the sago one hour in enough cold 
water to cover; add the stock and 
cook until clear (about thirty min- 
utes). Add the milk and cream. 
Season with salt and pepper; when 
hot, pour it over the egg yolks 
slightly beaten. Pearl tapioca can 
be used in place of the sago. / 

Fricasse of Cold Roast Beef—Re- 
move the bones, fat and gristle from 
cold roast beef. Cook the bones 
and gristle in a small amount of 
water for half an hour. Make a 
cup of gravy with the stock thus 
obtained, two tablespoons of beef 
fat and two tablespoons of flour; 
add one teaspoon of salt, one-quar- 
ter teaspoon of pepper, one table- 
spoon chopped onion and a cup of 
strained tomato. Cook the meat in 
this sauce five minutes, or just long 
enough to heat through. Serve at 
once.

up her hair. The hairpins of those 
days were straight, smooth pieces of 
wire, which had an irritating way ol 
coming out. The woman, in this 
case, was resourceful and bent het 
hairpins before putting them in. Her 
husband saw her do this, and it gave 
him an idea. The result was the in- 
vention of the crinkly hairpin. 

_ And then there was the man who 
invented the patent dress-hook with @ 
hump. Women had been fastening 
their dresses up with hooks and eyes 
fo: a generation, but hooks had a way 
of coming unfastened, much to the 
chagrin of the neat. Then came thé 
wideawake man who bent one of these 
hooks s0 as to make a hump in it, He 
tried hooking it up, and found that 
it remained hooked, patented the idea, 
and the “See That Hump” hook sd. 
vertisements, which are to be seen in 
every town, earned him a fortune. 

The bath-towel was invented by ac. 
cident. A towel manufacturer found 
that his machinery was not working 
right, and that his towels were suffer: 
ing a vast tangling of ends. While 
adjusting the machine he used one 
of the towels to dry his hands. He 
found it pleasantly absorbent, and 
from the idea to which that gave rise 
was born the bath-towel and a for- 
tune. 

A man named Heaton noticed that 
much trouble was occasioned, especial- 
ly to mothers, because the buttons 
would come off the children’s boots. 
He thought out and patented the lit- 
tle metal staple that holds on the 
shoe buttons of to-day, and realized a 
fortune for his pains. Another man 
pasted little rings round the holes of 
tie-on labels and thus made an eye 
that would not tear. Thousands of 
travelers have been saved the incon- 
venience of luggage going astray 
through torn-off labels, and there’ are 
fewer unclaimed parcels lying at the 
postoffice since his little invention 
came intp general use.

The man who invented “tinned’’ 
edibles also made it necessary for 
someone (o invent a tin-opener. A 
tin-opener is not a very difficult thing 
to use, yet the public will alweys pay 
for an invention that is still easier. 
So just recently an inventive genius 
brought out a patent “tin” with a 
seam just below the top. A smart 
blow breaks the seam, and the lid is 
off. A single packer ordered 10,000,000 
of these tins as an experiment, and 
others followed suit.

is neither liquid nor gas, but solid. 
The reason that it has turned solid 


and not gas is that instead of heat he- 
ing applied to it all the heat has 
been taken out of it, but we can seon 
go‘ it back to water again if we take 
a piece of ice into a warm rool. 

Water absorbs heat very quickly, 
a..l that is why it is easy to boil it. 
We use this absorbent quality when 
we sprinkle water on the floor in 
summer. It absorbs the heat and 
cools off the room. We pull down 
the shades to keep the heat out, ve- 
cause we know that the walls and 
tho stone pavements mae things 
hotter. Remember the _ scientific 
rule, ‘Solids, reflect heat; fluids ab- 
sorb it.” 

No matter in what form we find 
water, we can always change it into 
either_of the two other forms. When 
the water boils away we can hold a 
cold plate over it and see the vapor 
condense again into drops. We can 
take the drops out into the cold win- 
ter air and watch them freeze solid 
and then take the ice back into the 
room and thaw it and put it into 
the kettle again and sce it rise in 
vapor once MOTe. yaw 
ther Marriage Penalties. 

Much is heard of the taxation of 
bachelors, but little is evee said of the 
communities wherein matrimony is 
deemed a punishable offence. Perhaps 
the most extraordinary ideas with ref- 
erence to this subject may be said to 
be held at Oxford University in Eng- 
land.

A Dominion Conference 
Of Fruit Growers 


According to statistics gleaned from 
the 1911 Census of Canada, the total 
capital value of the fruit growing in- 
dustry in British Columbia, Ontario, 
Quebec and the Maritime Proyinces is 
in round numbers $12,090,000. This is 
the estimate worked out by the Chief 
of the Markets Division of the Dairy 
& Cold Storage Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and published in 
the printed report of the proceedings 


of the third conference of fruit growers ' 


of Canada, held in Ottawa last Febru- 
ary. This conference, which lasted 
three days, was a very important one 
from many standpoints, as it was bus- 
ily engaged during its six sessions with 
matters of greatest moment to the 
great and growing industry represent- 
ed. Among the subjects dealt with 
were, co-operation, new fruits, refri- 
geration, fruit packages, amendments 
to the Inspection and Sale Act, trans- 
portation, crop and market reports, 
ete. In addition a nwnber of address- 
es were delivered by such notable men 
as the Prime Minister, the Hon. Mar- 
tin Burrell, Minister of Agriculture, 


James W. Robertson. In order to 
give the fruit growers and others in- 
terested in the industry in all parts of 
Canada the benefit of this conference, 
the Hon. Mr. Burrell, Minister of Ag- 
riculture, has authorized the printing 
of several thousand copies of the re- 
port which will be sent free while the 
supply lasts to those who apply for it 
to the Publications Branch, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa.

A despatch published on Saturday 
from Niagara Falls states that a few 
flukes 
it as something unheard of even by 
the oldest inhabitant in the province. 

*About June 24, 1909, there was 
snow in the airin Ottawa and other 
places throughout Ontario. Of course 
it was not what could be called a 
snow-fall, but the snow was visible 
in the air, though it melted as soon as 
it touched the ground. 

“The present spring and summer is 
also being veferved to in the press as 
something phenomenal, when, 
matter of fact, it is not so, 

“It is true that there are wide 
fluctuations from year to year in the 
breaking up of winter and the coming 
of summer, but these fluctuations sel- 
dom injuriously/atfeet the crops. As 
aAmatter of actual fact what is called a 
late spring is usually better for the 
crops, at least in Hastern Canada, 
than an earlier spring. 

“Tn 1907 there was quite a heavy 
snowfall on the 10th of May. The 
first day on which it was safe to go 
out without an overcoat was May 24, 
and as late as this, the season was 
equally backward:as far as the gener- 
al average of warmth was concerned. 

“Tn 1909 the weather was wet and 
cold practically up to the last mid- 
week in June. 

“In 1910 there were butterflies in 
Rockeliffe Park on March 25th and 
the air was as balmy as a day in June. 

“In 1911 the mercury was down be- 
low zero during the first week in 
April and there was one and a half 
feet of snow on the ground. Within 
a week the snow disappeared and by 
the 1st of May the weather wrs as hot 
as suinmer and continued very hot 
and dry throughout that month. The 
average temperature for the month 
was unusually high. 

“This year the snow went away 
late and the temperature has been be- 
low normal up to the present date, 

“With such a vyariation in the 
course of five years it is scarcely in 
order for even the oldest inhabitant to 
pronounce an opinion as to what is the 
average spring weather in Canada.”

A Home Reunion Movement 


At the last session of the Imperial 
Home Reunion Association at Winni- 
peg the directors decided to bring out 
the wives and families of the 34 
applicants who were present. ‘This 
means that transportation will be sent 
immediately to bring out thirty-four 
wives and mothers and eighty-one 
children from all parts of the British 
Isles, so that their homes may be re- 
united in Winnipeg... The men were 
evidently of the best type, sober, 
earnest, industrious fellows who will 
make good citizens. The amount of 
money to be expended on this trans- 
portation will be $3,904, of which the 


applicants subscribed $987 at the 
meeting. There ave now 23 branches 


in Canada of the Home Reunion 
movement, which originated in Winni- 
peg, and was first suggested by W. J. 
Bulman, president of the Winnipeg 
industrial Bureau for 1912. Since the 
work started a year ago, 1,500 people 
have been brought over by this 
branch, The tickets purchased haye 
cost $50,000, of which sun about $40,- 
000 has been repaid by the families 
assisted, An effort is now being made 
to compile the results of the work of 
all the branches, in order to find out 
how many desirable immigrants are 
being brought out in a given time by

Lie Without Clothes in Midwinter 
Sun in Mountains of Swit- 


zerland, 


By exposing children without 
clothes to the sun’s rays in midwin- 
ter at an altitude of 5,000 feet many 
remarkable cures of surgical tuber- 
culosis have been obtained in the 
mountains at Leysin, Switzerland. 
It it a new method of treatment 
adopted by Dr. Rollier, and Ger- 
trude Austin, formerly of the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital, London. who made 
a trip to Leysin, describes in the 
Medical Record what has been ac- 
complished, 

She pictures the mountains on a 
cloudless January morning, coy- 
ered with spotless, sparkling snow, 
Dr. Rollier gave her every oppor- 
tunity to study his methods and pa- 
tients. She says: 

“My first visit to the children is 
an event that I am not likely to for- 
get. It was with no little difficulty 
that I walked from my hotel down 
the steep winding road that leads to 
“Le Chalet,”’ as every one in Ley- 
sin calls this diminutive hospital. 
The sun had not yet appeared above 
the mountain tops to soften the fro- 
zen snow, and progression was dif- 
ficult, not to say dangerous. The 
clinic is a picturesque wooden con- 
struction,

small garden, which in summer 
time is no doubt green and gay with 
flowers, but which on this cold Jan- 
uary morning was carpeted like 
everything else with pure white 
snow. 

1 had planned to arrive betimes, 
for I wished to see the exodus of the 
children from the wards to the gal- 
leries. But as I stood upon the 
doorstep waiting for admission the 
sun rose above the mountain tops, 
and already there were sounds of 
merry laughter in the frosty morn- 
ing air.

Most of 
them are in a recumbent position, 
some even lying face downwards, 
which does-not seem to worry them 
at all; the more fortunate ones are 
able to sit up, roll about in bed, 
and have a good time while all are 
revelling in their warm sunbath. 

A few are not yet fully exposed, it 
is true, for they are newcomers and 
have not completed the necessary 
training which endows them with 
this extraordinary power of endur- 
ance. The latter have still the pale, 
weary faces which sickness gives, 
and it is easy to see that their so- 
journ at Leysin has been but a 
short one. 

The children—those who are well 
enough—have morning lessons, as 
the doctor believes mental occupa- 
tion absolutely necessary. It is a 
privilege to take part in these, as it 
means convalescence has begun. 
At the head of the bed stands the 
teacher, as there it is impossible for 
the shadow of her body to interfere 
with the action of the sun’s rays. 

“T think I can safely say,’’ the 
writer says, ‘‘that few people have 
seen classes of sick children doing 
their lessons perfectly naked in mid- 
winter out of doors, all gay and 
happy and looking far stronger and 
healthier than many children who 
have no ailments whatever.’’ The

SPONDENGE| TRIBUTE OF THE WORLD 


IN ENGLISH CROWN JEWELS, 
WHIGHS 3860 CARATS. 


Its History Has Been Investigated 
in Connection With Imperial 


Tour of India. 


Every schoolboy knows that the 
celebrated diamond known as the 
Kohinoor (Mountain of Light) has 
formed part of the British regalia 
since 1850, but the general public 
has been unaware that the gem 
known in the days of the Mogul Em- 
pire as the Khiraj-i-Aiam (Tribute 
of the world) and to Huropean ex- 
perts as the Timur Ruby, has been 
included among the crown jewels of 
England for nearly as many years. 
Some experts, indeed, have sup- 
posed that it had been lost. It is 
the Jargest spinel ruby known, 
weighing just over 352 carats, un- 
cut, but polished, and was proba~ 
bly discovered in one of the old | 
ruby mines of Badakshan, says the 
London Times. 

The earliest historical records 
show that the jewel was seized along 
with many other precious stones by 
the Ameer Timur, commonly called 
Tamerlane by European historian, 
when he plundered Delhi in 1398. 
The great Tartar conqueror stayed 
in India for a little over a year and 
returned to Samark and taking all 
his booty with him. On his death 
the ruby descended to his son, Mir 
Shah Rukh, and in due time to his 
son and successor, Mirza Ulugh 
Bag. By this time the Tartar Em- 
pire was on the wane and in general 
dislocation during one of the wars 
between the Tartars and the Per- 
sias the ruby came into the posses- 
sion of 


THE KINGS OF IRAN. 


Shah Abbas I., the greatest of the 
Safavi kings of Persia, who, in con- 
junction with the British forces, 
took the island of Ormuz from the 
Portuguese in 1622, was a constant 
friend and ally of the Mogul Em- 
peror Jehangir, and presented the 
ruby to him in 1612. At that time 
the gem was inscribed with the 
names of Timur’s son and grandson 
and of Shah Abbas himself. These 
inscriptions no longer exist, and it 
is uncertain whether they have been 
obliterated in the course of time or 
were actually removed by order of 
Jehangir himself. At any rate, the 
emperor at once had the names of 
himself and his father, Akbar the 
Great, engraved upon it. 

Authentic records show that when 
Jehangir’s favorite wife, Nur Je- 
han, remonstrated with him for 
spoiling the gem by this inscription, 
he replied: ‘‘This jewel will more 
certainly hand down my name to 
posterity than any written history. 
The house of Timur may fall, but 
as long as there is a king this jewel 
will be -his’’—meaning, of course, 
that the possession of so valuable a 
stone would always remain with the 
suzerain of Hindustan. It is inter- 
esting to reflect that throughout all 
the vicissitudes of Indian history

On his expulsion by Dost Mahomed 
he took refuge in the Punjab, and 
Maharaja Ranjit Singh forced him 
to surrender both the Kohinoor and 
Timur Ruby. 

On the annexation of the Punjab, 
in 1849, the board of administration 
took over all the state jewels. The 
Kohinoor was sent direct by the 
hands of a special officer to England 
and at once delivered to the late 
Queen Victoria. Some of the more 
valuable gems and articles found in 
the Toshakhana (treasure house), in- 
cluding the Timur Ruby, were pack- 
ed up in Lahore and sent via Kar- 
achi and Bombay to London. These 
were all displayed in the great ex- 
hibition of 1851, and when this was 
closed the Court of Directors of the 
East India Company presented the 
ruby to Queen Victoria.

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FORTY-ONE PEOPLE KILLED 


And Fifty Were Injured in Passenger Train 
Wreck Near Corning, N. Y. 


A despatch from Corning, N-Y., 
gays: Westbound Lackawanna pas- 
senger train No. 9, from New York, 
due to arrive at Corning at 4.47 
a.m., composed of two engines, a 

aggage car, three Pullmans and 
wo day coaches, in the order 

ned, was demolished at Gibson, 

reo miles east of Corning at 5,25 
o’olock on Thursday morning by 
ae train No. 11, due at Corn- 

at B20 a.m. Forty-one persons 
wore killed And between alty and 
sixty injured. Many of the victims 
were holiday excursionists bound to 
Niagara Falls, who had boarded the 
érain at points along the Lackawan- 
na from Hoboken to Buffalo. 

The wreck was the worst in the 
history of the road. Its cause, ac- 
cording to Engineer Schroeder of 
the express, was his failure to see 
the signals set against his train. 
The morning was a foggy one, and 
tho said he could not make them out. 

The wrecked train stood on the 
main track blocked by a crippled 
freight train. There was no flag 
out, according to Engineer Schroe- 
der. The signals, which he de- 
olared it was too foggy to see, were 
just around the curve. 

Schroeder had taken train No. 11 
cat Elmira fifteen minutes before. It 


- was a few minutes late. The stretch 


of track from Elmira to Corning is 
fitted for fast running, and he was. 
sending his train along at the rate 
of 65 miles an hour. No. 9 was sup- 
posed to be half an hour ahead of 
him. He never had any warning 
until he made out the outline of the 
rear coach of No. 9 through the fog 
that was crawling up the mountain 
from the river far below. He saw 
the lights ahead and threw on the 
reverse without shutting off the 
steam. 

The jerk threw the train off the 
track, and the locomotive plunged 
on a few rods further to splinter the 


two day coaches filled with excur 
sionists and tear through the last 
of the Pullmans. Schroeder said 
that the impact was so great that 
it threw him from the cab and land- 
ed him on his shoulder on the road 
bed, practically unhurt. 

The 100-ton monster continued its 
plunge through the middle of the 
|train, grinding everything in its 
path. It seemed as if it would cut 
through every car. Then when it 
was finally blocked by a mountain 
of debris piled in front of it, it re- 
mained on the roadbed in the midst 
of the desolation its plunge had 


created, while thousands of persons 
rushed in every kind of vehicle to 
the scene to lift and pry the dead 
and injured from the tangled mass 
of wreckage. 

Thirteen of the injured and ten 
of the dead were taken to Elmira 
on a special train. The other dead 
were taken to undertaking rooms in 
Corning and the remainder of the 
injured were conveyed to the Corn- 
ing City Hospital. ‘There a large 
corps of doctors and nurses worked 
rapidly and efficiently. All the 
physicians in the city were summon- 
ed, and many ministers and priests 
were called to administer last sacra- 
ments and receive messages for re- 
latives and friends from the dying. 

Most of the bodies were badly 
mangled, their condition testifying 
to the terrific driving power of 
Schroeder’s engine as it crashed 
through the fated train. The cars 
themselves were one heaped-up 
mass of wreckage, telescoped into 
each other. The last two cars on 
No. 11 remained on the track and 
later were used as __ hospital 
coaches. 

The people of Corning have open- 
ed their homes to the injured who 
could not find accommodation at 
the hospital, or whose injuries were 
too slight to warrant their crowding

SKOBELEFF’S REVENGE, 


Insulted by the Czar the Russkan 


Hero Tamed His Master. 

During the Russo-Turkish war the 
day after the passage of the Danube 
had been made good the Emperor of 
Russia crossed the river to oongratu- 
Jate and thank his gallant soldiers. 
In front of a long, massive line form- 
ed on the slope below Sistova, await. 
ing the coming of the great white 
2zar, stood Dragomiroff, Yolehine and 
Skobeleff, the three generals who had 
been the leaders of the successful 
attempt. 

Dragomiroff, the divisional com- 
mander, the Emperor embraced and 
gave him the cross of St. George. Ho 
shook hands warmly with Yolchine, 
the brigade commander, and gave 
him, too, a St. George to add to the 
decorations which this cheery little 
warrior had been gathering from boy- 
hood in the Caucasus and central 
Asia, Then the Emperor strode to 
where Skobeleff stood, and men 
watched the little scene with interest, 
for it was notorious that Skobelefft 
was in disfavor with his sovereign, 
and yet of him the camps were ring- 
ing with the story of his conduct of 
the previous morning. 

Would Alexander maintain his um- 
brage or would he make it manifest 
that it had been displaced by Sko- 
beleff’s heroism? For at least a 
minute the Czar hesitated as the 
two tall, proud, soldierly men con- 
fronted each other. You could trace 
in his countenance the struggle be- 
tween disapproval and 
tion. 

It was soon over, and the wrong 
way for Skobeleff. The 
frowned, turned short on his heel 
and strode abruptly away without a 
word or a gesture of greeting or re- 
cognition. A man of strong prejudices, 
he was not yet able to exercise from 
his mind the calumnies that had 
blackened to him the character of 
Skobeleff. 

That officer, for his part, flushed 
scarlet, then grew deadly pale and 
seemed to conquer an impulse as he 
set his teeth hard and maintained 
his disciplined immobility. It was a 
flagrant insult in the very face of 
the army and a gross injustice, but 
Skobeleff endured it in a proud sil- 
ence. 

The time soon came to that gallant 
and brilliant soldier when he could 
afford to be magnanimous. As the 
campaign progressed he distinguished 
hiinself again and again, so that his 
name became a synonym in the army 
for splendid daring as well as for op- 
portune skill. , 

On Sept. 3 Skobeleff after exploit 
on exploit devised and led the storm 
of the Turkish position in Loftcha 
and drove his adversaries out of that 
strong place. On the following night 
at his own dinner table in the Gorni 
Studen headquarters the Emperor 
stood up and bade his guests to honor 
with him the toast of ‘‘Skobeleff, the 
Hero of Loftcha’”’ It is not given to 
many men to earn a revenge so full 
and so grand as that. Z

Custom Followed by Some Natives 
of New Britain. 


The Rev. George Brown, D.D., 
who has passed many years of his 
life in the South Sea Islands endea- 
yoring to stamp out polygamy and 
cannibalism among the natives, 
says in some parts of New Britain 
the natives have a custom of placing 
young women in strict seclusion be- 
fore marriage by imprisoning them 
in cages for several years until they 
reach a marriageable age. Dr. 
Brown, says the London Globe, de- 
scribes how on one occasion he in- 
spected a number of these human 
cages. % 

“The cage was quite clean,’”’ he

$29,000,000 in Tolls Paid to the Suez 
Canal Last Year, 


The Suez Oanal took in nearly 
$29,000,000 in tolls in the last year. 
This was an increase of $843,656 
over 1910. The number of vessels 


that passed Suez in 1911 was 4,969, 
representing a net tonnage of 18, 
824,794, an increase of 436 vessels. 
There were less than 1,200 tourists. 

The royal yacht conveying King 
George and Queen Mary to their 
Indian Coronation went through 
Suez in twelve and a half hours, 
and came back through in twelve 
hours. The traffic of Suez has so 
grown that the tolls have been low- 
ered by ten per cent., and still the 
profits grow. There will be a fur- 
ther ten per cent. toll reduction on 
January Ist, 1913. 

Suez traffic suffered from the 
plague in Manchuria, but it gained 
in other directions, notably in the 
Japan, India, Dutch, East India, 
and Oceanic trade.

TEMPLE OF BAALBEK. 


This Syrian Shrine Has the Largest 
Quarried Stones In the World. 
Probably the largest stones ever used 
in any building are seen in the west- 
im wall of the great temple of Baal- 
bek in Syria, and the problem is still 
unsolved as to the methods used in 
conveying them from the quarries and 

of placing them in position. 

The quarries from which these blocks 
were undoubtedly cut can be seen 
about half a mile to the southwest of 
the temple. The threo stones Me horl- 
zontally and form part of the outer 
wall of the building. They are not on 
*the lowest part of the masonry, but 
are twenty-three feet above the first 
row of stones. Each stone 1s over six- 
ty feet long, thirteen feet high and ten 
feet thick. 

The most wonderful block of all still 
lies in the quarries, for something 
must have occurred to stop the work 
of separating it completely from the 
rock, and the great stone bas lain 
there for centuries awaiting comple 
tion. This stone is seventy feet long, 
fourteen feet high and thirteen feet 

wide. The three sides and part of the 
fourth have been beautifully chiseled 
and are smooth and even.—San Fran- 
cisco Argonaut,

In the Bambara and other 
regions a young min sends a basket 
of white and red kola nuts to the fa 
ther of a young woman whom be de 
sires to marry, If the father consents 
he keeps all the nuts, but If not he 
keeps the white ones and returns thy 
red. 

The kola tree Is much respected, and 
the bellef {s strong among the natives 
that If one of them plucks a Bower It 
will bring hlm bad luck. Among the 
Bagas a tree Is planted at each birth 
or notable oceasion. In the Diorugu 
region when a chief goes through the 
ceremony of naming his child he 
plants a kola tree, and this afterward 
belongs to the child. 

In the whole of the Sudan region 
the kola nut Is a symbol of friend 
ship, and as it Is an article of Inxnry 
the act of offering it as a gift Is taken 
as a mark of the wealtb of the giver. 
Eating the kola nut together ts a sizn 
of friendsh!p, and |It would be a great 
offense to refuse to do this. ‘Treaties, 
vows or compacts are made binding In 
the same way.—Chicago News. 


KEATS’ LOVE AFFAIR. 


it Was But Another Disaster of the 
Last Days of the Poot’s Life. 

Keats’ way of love was by no means 
a way of happiness. The object of 
his passion was a Miss Fanny Brawne, 
whom he had the fortune or misfor 
tune to meet at the Dilkes’ house. She 
has become fairly well known In Keats’ 
bibliography as “a brisk and blooming 
very young beauty of the far from up 
common English bawk blond type.” 

Her affection for Keats seems to 
have been real, but limited by a rather 
shallow emotional capacity. His for 
her was enfevered with doubts and 
questionings not only about the real- 
ity of his feellng toward her, but 
about his failing health and his uncer- 
tain prospects. Disease had already 
weakened him when he met her, and 
between the fire of disease and the 
fire of love his vitality was rapidly 
consumed, Love proved to be but an- 
other disaster to heighten the tragic 
suffering of the last eighteen months 
of his life. 

When, finally, he went to Rome, ac 
companied by the artist, Joseph Seyv- 
ern, he turned his back on love along 
with the rest of llfe. He died in Feb- 
ruary, 1821, and was buried in the 
Protestant cemetery, a place made so 
beautiful by the flowers that grow 
there the year through that it makes 
one “in love with death to think one 
should be buried in so sweet a place,” 
as Shelley wrote not long before he, 
too, died.—New York Post.

CHINAMEN ARE TOUGH, 7) 


They Can Live Under Conditions That 
Would Kill a Whits Man, 


Pecullar power to resist disease Is a | 


ebaracteristic of the Chinese, accord- 
{ng to Professor W. A, Ross. For in- 
stance, out of ten children born in 
Western homes three, normally the 
Weakest three, sill fail to grow up. 
Out of ten children born in China about 
eight nre doomed to die in infancy. 
The difference is due to the hardships 
that infant fe meets with among the 
Chinese, and with such rigorous selec- 
tion there results a stock displaying a 
pecullar hardiness, Living in the gu- 
persaturated, man stifled land, pro- 
foundly ignorant of the principles of 
hygiene, the masses have developed an 
immunity to noxious microbes which 
excites the wonder and envy of the for- 
eigner. 

“They are not affected by a mosquito 
bite that will raise a large lump on the 
lately come foreigner,” says Professor 
Ross. “They can use contaminated 
water from canals without incurring 
dysentery. There is very little typhoid, 
and what there is is so attenuated it 
was long doubted to be typhoid. All 
physicians agree that among the Chi- 
nese smallpox is a mild disease. The 
chlef of the army medical staff points 
out that during the autumn maneuvers 
the soldiers sleep on damp ground 
with a little straw under them without 
any ill effects, 

“Coolles, after two hours of burden 
bearing at a dog trot, will shovel them- 
selves full of hot rice with scarcely 
any mastication and hurry on for an- 
other two hours, A white man would 
writhe with indigestion. The Chinese 
seem able to sleep in any position. I 
have seen them sleeping on piles of 
bricks or stones or poles, with a block 
or a brick for a pillow and with the 
hot sun shining full into the face, 
They stand a cramped position longer 
than we can and can keep on longer at 
monotonous toil unrelleved by change 
or break.”—Chicago News. 


MATHEMATICAL SIGNS, 


Process by Which These Famillag 
Characters Were Evolved. 

The sign of addition is derived from 
the initial letter of the word “plus.” 
In making the capital letter it was 
made more and more carelessly until 


~the top part of the “p” was placed 


near the center; hence the plus sign 
was finally reached. 

The sign of subtraction was derived 
from the word “minus.” The word 
was first contracted into mus, with a 
horizontal line above to indicate the 
contraction, which was a printer's 
freak that may be found in almost any 
book bearing a date earlier than the 
beginning of the eighteenth century.

The sign of equality is said to have 
first been used in the year 1557 by a 
sharp mathematician, who adopted it 
as a substitute for the words “equal 
to.”

The 
result was inevitable. A large propor- 
tion of the decent public got disgusted 
and cut out lacrosse. And eyen those 
who delight in seeing the gore fly want 
to be in decent company. So the attend- 
ance fell off, and when the penalties be- 
came more numerous the games became 
fareical from their one-sidedness. And 
the attendance dropped some more. 

Therein seems to lie the real trouble 
with Canada’s national game in the big 
leagues.

It is said the Union Stock Yards form a 
potential nucleus for a Canadian meat 
trust. One of the most active firms op- 
erating there is the Canadian branch of 
the Swift Co. of Chicago. Recently the 
two largest Canadian firms, the Harris 
Abattoir Co. and Gunn's, which formerly 
bought cattle hoth at the city yards and 
the Union Stock yards, announced that in 
future they would buy only at the latter. 
‘And it is said the fourth large firm, Park- 
Blackwell, will shortly follow suit. 

The result is that the city, to save its 
cattle market, is forced into the abattoir 
business. A municipal abattoir will en- 
able the small independent wholesale 
butchers, of whom there are perhaps a 
score, to kill their animals and distri- 
bute to the retail trade economioally; and 
their business, on the other hand, will

The Marmora Herald advocates the 


taking up of a Continuation Class ing 


the Public School in that village. 
It says: 

“Kach year there area number of 
pupils who pass their Entrance 
examinations here whose parents can- 
not’ afford to send them away from 
home for a number of years to secure 
a High School education, There are a 
very few openings for them to learn ‘a 
trade or any kind of business and they 
are not old enough to leave -home and 
start life for themselves. As a con- 
sequence they stay around home do- 
ing nothing for a couple of years, and 
by that time have forgotten most of 
what they learned in school and have 
also acquired idle habits which may 
be a detriment to them all their lives. 
If they could take up tayo or three 
years of High School work at home 
the parents could probably afford to 
send them away long enough then fo 
qualify as teachers or for some other 
vocation, a 

“When the new addition to the 
school is completed there will be 
plenty of room to take up Continua- 
tion Class work and the Board would 
then have a legitimate claim on the 
County for asubstantial grant. This 
is a matter that is up to the School 
Board. It is certain the County will 
not give any grant of this kind until 
the Continuation class work has been 
undertaken, but on the other hand if 
the work is tuken up the extra 
County and Legislative grants would 
mean that the work could be carried 
on at a very little additional cost to 
the ratepayers, and it would be of 
almost inestimable benefit to the 
village and surrounding country.”

On our farm we follow the same 
general methods of culture that we 
practice in growing red clover, with 
the addition of the following: As 
the alsike has a tendency to lodge 
when it is in full vegetation, we find 
that it is advisable to sow it with 
other grass seed, by preference with 
timothy and red clover. The crops 
by this means are very rich and the 
timothy supports the clover, so that 
it does not fall to the ground and 
rot. 

While alsike .does not yield as 
large crops to the acre as common 
red clover of equal stand. yet it is

OUT OF THY JAWS OF DEATH. 


F. N. Stroeatfield Bitten By a Puff- 
Adder. 


Not many men are alive to tell 
what it is like to be bitten by a puff- 
adder—one of the most venomous of 
snakes. In South Africa, where it 
is found, its bite is believed to be 
certain death. Nevertheless, I’. N. 
Streatfield, formerly resident com 
missioner of Bechuanaland, not 
only survived the bite of a puff- 
adder, but has told his story in the 
London Field. He had captured the 
snake, which was three feet and a 
half long, in South Africa, and was 
bringing it home, confined in an old 
cartridge-box, to present to the Re- 
gont’s Park Zoo, He says: 

Somehow or other it became 
known to my fellow passengers that 
I had a puff-adder in my portman- 
teau, and they begged to be allowed 
to see it. For a long time I re- 
fused, but at last was overpersuad- 
ed, and fetched her ladyship. 

Taking her out of her box, and 
| grasping her close behind her head, 
I explained to the company the mar- 
yellous economy of the poison ap- 
paratus. I opened her mouth and 
displayed the fangs, showed the 
poison glands and thow the muscles 
that raised the fangs at the same 
time pressed on the glands and 
forced the poison through the tiny 
duct. 

Having concluded my lecture, I 
began to put her ladyship back into 
her temporary home. In getting rid 
of a poisonous snake you should be 
sure that no coil is wound round an 
arm, and that its whole body is free. 
Then, when you let go your hold, 
your hands should be instantly 
snatched away out of reach. When 
I was in the very act of quitting 
my hold, some one.epoke to me, and 
T have no doubt that I left my hand 
within reach of the deadly fangs in- 
stead of snatching it away. I must

CANADA'S PREMIERS. 


Thero Have ~ccn Eight tr the Past 


Forty-Five Years. 


Canada’s history sinee Confedern. 
tion largely groups itself around the 
eight Parliamentary Premiers why 
have been the successive tnen at the 
helm of the Ship of State, Not only 
has the national history focused it- 
se’t upon them, but they in turn have 
been determining factors in creating 


much of that history, 
The Premier or Prime Minister, 


the First Citizen, wields influence, as 
the head of “the political party in 
power, more potent than that cf the 
King’s representative, because he 
comes in closer contact with the 


people through their chosen represen: 
tatives in Parliament, and exercises 


a legislative and administrative power 


that touches their life and interests 
at a hundred points. They }ecome, 
in a word, experts in the science of 
politics, and polities, in its higher 
sense, creates much of the history of 
a nation. ‘ 

It is interesting, on this the forty- 
fifth anniversary of the establishment 
of the Dominion, to review the his- 
tory of the country as centred in its 
Premiers. The list, in their order of 
holding office, is as follows: 

Sir Joun A. Macdonald, Conserva- 
tive, 1867 to 1873. 

Hon. Alexander Mac’ -nzie, Liberal, 
1873 to 1878. 

Sir John A. Macdonald, Conserva: 
tive, 1878 to 1891, 

Sir J. J. C.. Abbott, Conseryative, 
1891 to 1892. ; e 

Sir John S. D. Thompson, Conser- 
vative, 1892 to 1894, 

Sic Mackenzie Lowell, Conserva- 
tive, 1892 to 1396. 

Sir Charles Tupper, Bart., Conser- 
vative, 1896 — April 27 to July &. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Liberal, 12:6 
to 1911. 

Right Hon. R. L. Borden, Conser- 
vative, I9I1. 

It is interesting to note that. five 
of the eight are native-born, Quehec 
giving Sir Wilfrid Laurier apd. Sir 
John Abbott; Nova Scotia giving three 
in Sir J. S. D. Thompson, Sir Charles 
Tupper and Mr. . Borden. Sectland 
contributed two in Sir John A. Mace- 
donald and Hon. Alexander Macken 
zie; while Wngland claims Sir Mack. 
enzie Bowell as her son. ~ 
Of the eight, there are six Gonser: 
vatives, Lolding office for twety-fonr 
years, and two Liberals for tventy- 
one years. Ontario and the West 
have not yet given Canada a Federal 
Government leader; the Kast, Nova 
Scotia and the Motherland have giy- 
en and developed the supply. 

He who reigned the Jonzest as the 
uncrowned King of the Common- 
weath was Sir John A. Macdonald, 
With nineteen years to his credit, fol- 
lowed closely by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
with sixteen years. Thus two filled 
the high position for 35 years, 
while it required six shcrt terms-t» 
make up the remaining ten years, 
Sir Charles Tupper being at the foat 
of the list in length of time, with 
little more than two menths. Only 
{wo of the total number—Sir John A. 
Macdonald and Sir John Thompson—

Almoet 
the final word, and the last, in the 
history cf cnduring Canadian ~relii- 
tecture is to be seen within her con- 
fines. This outward manifestation 
truly depicts the noble and romantic 
inspiration that fired the genius of 
her devout Christian founder, and, 
through the years, has sustairec and 
encouraged a successicn of earnest 
leaders. 

From many sources has the schol- 
astic power of Laval been derived, 
‘and one may rerdily imagine how the 
devout and, at the same time, roman- 
tic natu-e of the Gallic race, has 
found fruitful soil for transplanting 
in the grandeur and beauty of = 4 
natural surroundings as the City of 
Quebec affords. 

The fleur-de-lis may well be said to 
fairly boom in old Laval, as in no 
other spot in America. It is the only 
university within the British realm 
that obtains state recognition under 
‘the dominant influence of the French 
language and the Roman Catholic 
faith. No further aid is sought from 
the Government than official sanction 
of diplomas, but, preserving inviolate 
the religious faith and the other 
tongue, the general curriculum is so 
comprehensive as to produce grad- 
uates well-fitted to take their place 
with the mental products from any 
university. One need not go far in 
the list of illustrious scholars to 
prove this, for many statesmen, law- 
ers, doctors, and ‘divines have gone 
‘forth from Laval to win name and 
fame for themselves and their beloyed 
‘Alma Mater. 
| The unique circumstance of langu- 
age is quite without a parallel, al- 
‘though the policy of the British Gov- 
ernment in this respect may be in- 
‘stanced in many other places for 
political rather than educational rea- 
sons. Seats of learning under the con- 
trol of every sect, have common pos- 
session in state recognition, but the 
‘dominance of the French language is 
a treasured possession of Laval alone. 
The wise policy of Lord Elgin, who 
‘was instrumental in obtaining the 
charter in this form, has been fully 
exemplified by the cordial relation- 
ship that has since existed between 
the state authority and the faculty. 

The university authority bears the 
illustrious name of the first Bishop 
of New France and founder of the 
Seminary of Quebec, Mgr. Francois 
‘de Montmorency Laval. 

In 1651, the project of sending a 
Bishop to New France was determin- 
ed on, and he was selected, but he 
shrank from so great a responsibility. 
Finally he deemed it his duty to ac- 
cept the holy office, and in 1658 he 
was precoized and received from Pope 
Alexander VII. the bulls which estab- 
lished the Bishopric of Petrea in pars 
inf., and created Mgr Laval, Vicar 
Apostolic cf New France. He was 
consecrated in 1658 and the following 
year left France for this country.

IS CROWDED | 


A Clever Canadian. 


Mr. Donald.Macmaster, the Union- 
ist member for the Chertsey Division, 
is a Canadian who has rapidly made 
his mark in Great Britain. When he 
contested the Leigh Division of Lan- 
eashire in 1906 he made a great im- 
pression on the electorate, and it 
caused no surprise when he found his 
way to Parliament, by way of Chert- 
sey, at the election of 1910. 

Mr. Macmaster was born-at Wil- 
liamstown, Ontario, and educated at 
McGill University. He displayed at 
McGill aptitude for legal studies, and 
when he began to practice at the 
Canadian bar he was marked out as 
a man with a brilliatn future. He 
soon fulfilled these expectations, and 
ros? to be the crown prosecutor in 
many celebrated cases. 

He acted as arbitrator between the 
Newfoundland Government and the 
Reid-Newfoundland Railway. He was 
also counsel for the United States in 
the Gaynor and Green extradition 
enquiry, and served on a royal com- 
mission which was appointed to in- 
quire into the Government of Quebec. 
For four years he was a member of 
the Canadian House of Commons, 
and was elected president of the 
Montreal Bar. He was offered a seat 
on the Bench, which he declined, and 
after securing all these honors he 
evidently looked for fresh worlds to 
conquer. 

He went over the water a few yeare 
ago to practice at the English Bar, 
and soon obtained a commanding 
position. Though well advanced in 
years, he is hale and vigorous, an 
may be said to be only on the thres- 
hold of his career in England.

Ilustration Farms 


Those who have followed the work 
of Dr. James W. Robertson on behalf 
of Agriculture are awave of his coufi- 
dence in the value of illustration or 
demonstration in the teaching of, bet- 
ter methods of farming. During his 
recent tours of European countries Dr. 
Robertson has become further con- 
vinced of the good influence upon the 
community of well managed farims. 


The Committee on Lands of the Com- 
mission of Conservation, of which Dr. 


Robertson is chairman, has introduced 
asystem of Illustration Manns through- 
oub Canada with a view to demon- 
strating locally the great advantage of 


& proper system, 


é 
This work was undertaken becausé 


the agricultural survey conducted by 
the Commission for the past two years 
on one hundred average farms in each 
of the provinces, showed unmistake- 
ably that the farmers were not get- 
ting from their land all that they 
should. The illustration farms, situ- 
ated in every provinee of Canada, at 
not the property of the Commission. 

The plan is to select an average 
farm ina given locality whose owner 
agrees to be guided by the advice of 
the agricultural experts provided by; 
the Commission and make it an illus- 
tration centre for the neighborhood 
where the surrounding farmers can 
meet and receive practical instruction, 
In this way it is hoped that the fay 
mers can be led to see that they ca 
produce larger crops with the mear 
within their grasp. 

During the last session of Parlia 
ment Dr. Robertson laid this matter 


before the Select Standing Comittee 


on Agriculture and Colonization of 


the House of Commons. In his ad- 
dress he pointed out that arrange- 
ments are being made whereby the 
illustration farms will receive visits 


two or three times a year from two of 


the. best experts on farming in the 
whole country. ~The visits will be 
made for investigation, for counsel 
for advice, for making plans, all with 
in the means and the desire of the far- 
mer himself. The object of this work 
is to bring about better farming, bet- 
ter business and better living. <A 
large issue of Dr. Robertson’s address 
has been printed for free distributio 
by the Publications Branch, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa. 


Harvesting Alsike Clover For 


Seed he 


The time WS" now drawing near, if 
not already here in some parts, when 
alsike nay sustain a heavy loss by not 
harvesting it soon enough. ‘There is 
uneveness in the blooming of the 
plants and also in the ripening of the 
heads, the lower parts maturing see 
first. Hence, in no case should alsike 
be left until it appears to be fully ri 
before cutting. 

Examine the heads frequently after 
the seed has formed and when most of 
them show signs that the seed will 
shell out, cut it as soon as possible. 
It should be cut when damp with dew 
or rain to prevent shelling and when 
tle straw is more or less green; the 
fodder then is quite palatable and 
nutritious, 

The reaper with four or five vakes is 
perhaps the best machine to cut it 
with when the straw is long enough. 
If the straw is short a table fixed to 
the cutting bar of a mower may be 
used. Where a bunch accumulates it 
is lifted or shoved off by a fork or rake 
behind the mower. If a mower is 
used without the table attachment 
there will likely be more loss from 
tramping and raking, When hauling 
to the machine in the field or storing 
in the barn it is advisable to have a 
canvas spread over the shelvings of 
the wagon. ‘his saves a lot of seed.

The general uneasiness which the 
prevalence of socialism, the increase 
in the price of living, and the gen- 
6ral political discontent in France 
had brought with them, encour- 
aged the Bonapartists, who have 
been quiescent recently, to hold a 
monster meeting at the Salle Wag- 
ram, Paris, the other evening.

Although there is little likelihood 
of a monarchy, an empire, or even 
a consular republic in France in the 
immediate future, there is no doubt 
whatever that the French people 
are ripe for another revolution, No- 
body is quite satisficd with the pre- 
sent form of government. Tyery- 
body feels. no matter what class he 
belongs to, that the is overtaxed 
and over-red-taped, There is a 
general feeling that the real rulers 
of the country (who are not merely 
the Government, but all the mem- 
bers of the two Chambers, and far 
too many of their friends) are much 
too expensive a luxury. 

If General Boulanger were alive 
there might easily be a coup d’etat 


to-morrow. By turning out the con-' 


gregations, the nominal rulers of 
France have set the many-headed 
in power, and they are harder mas- 
ters than either the priests or even 
the nobles ever were. The bour- 
geois is a long-suffering animal, but 
he is beginning to kick against the 
pricks. The Socialist element has 
so swelled a head that its demands 
are rapidly becoming more than the 
bourgeoise will stand, and in 
France, when unrest has become as 
general as it is now becoming, a 
flare-up is inevitable. 

A well-known politician said the 
other day that war of one kind or 
another must break out in France 
within the next five years. His 
meaning was that if war with an- 
other nation did not come to turn 
people’s thoughts away from their 
home troubles, a civil war, with or 
without bloodshed, a revolution 
peaceable or otherwise, would be a 
necessity.

Inoorrect to Call Evon the Most Consor- 


vative Common Sharos Investments 
Whon Using tho Torm in its Strict 
Moaning. 

The articles contributed by ‘Investor” 


are for the solo purpose of guiding pros. 
pective investors, and, if possible, of say- 
{ng them from losing money through 
placing it in “wild-cat’” enterprises. Tho 
mpartial and reliable character of tho 
information may be relied upon, The 
writer of these articles and the publisher 
of thia paper have no Interests to serve 
in connection with this matter other than 
those of the reader. 


(By ‘“Investor.’”’) 


Some of the writers on investment, 
whose opinions are most respected, claim 
that putting money in shares is not in- 
vosting it. This definition of an invest- 
ment is something which one may pur- 
chase in the shape of a negotiable secur- 
ity which involves the payment of intor- 
est and the repayment of the capital at 
some fixed timo in the future, or under 
certain dofinite conditions. In other 
words, an investment is always a loan, 
and any securities which do not repre- 
sent money loaned are not, according to 
their definition, an investment. True, they 
gay, some securities almost fulfil all the 
requirements of an investment that are 
not loans, but strictly speaking they are 
not investments. 

There is a good deal to be said for 
their position, for undoubtedly that de- 
scription comes very close to a general 
definition, Unfortunately some mortgages 
cannot be considered investments, nor yet 
some shares cannot be accurately  de- 
soribed as speculations. However, it is a 
fairly accurate dofinition, and pretty well 
on the safe side. 

Take such a security as Consumers’ Gas 
Company of Toronto shares. These are 
used as an illustration because the Com- 
pany is so situated that the hypothetical 
cases which I shall suggest cannot take 
place in connection therewith. I make 
this statement to reagsure any holders of 
Consumers’ Gas stock, who might other- 
wise feel uneasy at reading these sug- 
gestions. 

Now, Consumers’ Gas stock is as nearly 
a true investment as it is possible for a 
stock to be. It has no_ speculative side. 
Its returns are limited by law to 10 per 
cent. on the par value, which represents 
about 51-4 per cent on the present mar- 
ket price of the shares: Its earnings have 
been steadily growing, and it is well 
managed. It commands a ready market 
with very few fluctuations in price. Its 
assets are substantial and valuable. Ap- 
parently it is a pure quibble to say it ‘8 
not an inyesiment. 

Suppose, however, the recent annexa- 
tions to the City of Toronto required a 
sudden expansion in the company’s sys- 
tem of mains and in its plant. A less 
substantial company would find it neces- 
sary to issue securities more attractive 
than ordinary stock to raise the money, 
and conceivably the Consumers’ Gas 
Company during some such _ period of 
stress as occurred in 1892, 1902 or 1907 
might find it necessary to sell bonds to 
raise this money. These bonds would, of 
course, come ahead of the common stock, 
and that stock would, by the issue of 
bonds, become less satisfactory as an in- 
vestment.. Indeed, it might happen that 
as earnings are limited to a sum suffici- 
ent to pay 10 per cent. on the common 
stock, that in order to pay the bond in. 
terest it would be necessary to cut. the 
return on the junior security. 

Or, suppose, under stress of a coal 
strike or some other unforseen contin- 
gency the Company’s earnings fell be- 
low the 10 per cent. mark. It would be 
necessary to cut the dividend in order 
to keep within the earnings. But a bond 
in a similar position couldn’t be denied 
its interest. In a period of stress such 
a company could raise by means of a 
loan from its bank enough money to 
take care of such a temporary contin- 
gency. But the law and the ordinary 
principles of good business would pre- 
vent the directors taking similar steps in 
connection with the dividend in such a 
case. 

That is why a stock should not be called 
an investment. Many people will find 
fault with this attitude, but when we come 
right down to facts nothing can be de- 
vised which will come ahead of a mort- 
gage—and therefore of bond, which is 
secured by mortgage; but if a contin- 
gency arises it is a very simple matter 
to slip in a couple of bond issues and 
all descriptions of preferred stock be- 
tween the common stock and tho assets. 
And even if there is nothing between, 
the common shareholders has no right to 
demand, or expect to get his money back. 
He is merely a partner in the enterprise.

invited to dine at the hotel. He went 
very willlngly.

“His was not an unruffled courtship 
When at Jast he reached the point ot 
proposing for the danghbter of the 
house nelther the daugbter nor the 
household offered any voticeable en 
couragement to his sult, 

“Thera was only a provisional en 
gagement at first. Jervis Langdon sug 
gested, and Samuel Clemens agreed 
Mith him, that it.was proper to know 
something of his past as well as of his 
present before the official parental 
sanction should be given. When Mr. 
Langdon inquired as to the names ot 
persons of standing to whom he might 
write for credentials, Clemens pretty 
confidently gave him the name of the 
Rey. Mr. Stebbings and others of San 
Francisco, adding that be might write 
also to Joe Goodman if be wanted to, 
but that be had fled for Goodman a 
hundred times and that Goodman 
wonld Hie for him if necessary, so his 
testimony would be of no value. The 
letters to the clergy were written, and 
Mr. Langdon also wrote one on his 
own account. 

“Clemens was in Jacksonville, IL, 
at the end of March, 1869, and in a let- 
ter to his publisher states that he will 
be {n Elmira two days Jater and asks 
that proofs of the book be sent there. 
He arrived according to schedule, anx- 
fous to hear the reports that would 
make him, as the novels might say, 
‘the happiest or the most miserable of 
men.’ Jervis Langdon had a rather 
solemn look when they were alone to- 
gether. Clemens asked: 

“*You've heard from those gentle 
men out there?’ 

“*Yes, and from another gentleman 
I wrote concerning you.’ 

“*They don’t appear to have been 
very enthusiastic from your manner.’ 
“*Well, yes; some of them were.’ 

“I suppose 1 may ask what particu- 
far form their emotion took?’ 

“‘Oh, yes; yes, they agree unanl- 
mously that you are a brilliant, able 
man, a man with a future, and that 
you would make about the worst hus- 
band on record’ 

“The applicant for favor had a for 
Jorn look, 

“ ‘There's nothing very evasive about 
that,’ he said, / 

“There was a period of reflective si!- 
lence. It was probably no more than 
a few seconds, but It seemed longer.

The word Up Is of compartively mod. 
ern origin, as it used to be valls, a 
shortened form of avalls or profits, We 
speak now of the avails of an estate 
or of o business transaction, A hun- 
dred years ago they called gratuities 
to servants or walters valls, Dr. John- 
son's dictionary, published tn 1755, de- 
fines vails as “money given to servants 
as a perquisite or present rather than 
in the way of wages." Dean Swift 


mentions a person “whose revenues, 
besides vails, amounted to £13.” Shake. 
speare Uses the word in the same senso 
where be makes one of the fishermen 
in'“Pericles” say, “But bark you, my 


friend, 'twas we that made up this gar- 
ment and there are certain condol- 
ments, certain vails.” He wanted to 
be condoled with a tip. 

The practice Probably continued to 
grow after Shakespeare's time, for late 
in the eighteenth century a philan- 
thropist and reformer of the period 
published a tract against indiscrim- 
{nate almsgiving, and denouncing the

yails practice as demoralizing both to 
those who gave and to those who ac- 
cepted the gratuities, This early re- 
former was Jonas Hanway (1712-1786), 
who, after writing a book of eastern 
travel, undertook to reform some of 
the soolal vices of his day. He de- 
nounced vailsgiving and practiced 
what he preached by refusing to pay 
more than the stipulated price for re- 
freshments or for any kind of service 
or to give gratuities to servants who 
recelved wages. But his crusade died 
with him, and vails still survive under 
the odious name of tips.—Indlanapolig 
News. 


ANTS HAVE FIVE NOSES. 


Tho Sense of Smell Is Very Important 
to These Insects, 

In their antennae, or feelers, ants 
have five noses, each of which has its 
own duties to perform. 

One nose tells the ant whether {t fa 
{n its own nest or that of an enemy; 
another nose discriminates between 
odors of nants of the same species, but 
of differ | colonies; a third nasal om 
gan ser... the purpose of discerning 
the scent Jaid down by the ant’s own 
feet, so that it may be able to retrace 
the way quite easily; a fourth nose 
smells the Jarvae and pupae, and the 
fifth nose detects the presence of an 
enemy. 

If an ant be deprived of a certain 
nose, it will live peaceably with ene- 
mies, but if It retains its fifth nose it 
will fight the allen to the death. There 
{fs a difference in the functions of nose 
one and nose five, although they ap- 
pear to be somewhat alike. 

This sense of smell does not come 
till the ants are three days old, If, 
therefore, ants only twelve hours old 
are placed among others belonging to 
different colonies, they will grow up 
quite amicably and not understand 
that they are a mixed lot, because 
they will have grown up with ideas of 
scent In accordance with thelr sur 
roundings. The sense of smell to them 
is as important as the sense of sight 
to human beings,
